Mankind Abuses 
Peace, Says Pope 


VATICAN CITY 
(UPP 
- Pope 
John XXIII said today in a som­ 
berly worded Christmas message 
broadcast to the world that mod 
ern man has distorted and abused 
the "Holy word of peace 
almost 
beyond recognition 
The pontiff stood before micro­ 
phones in Consistorial Hall and 
warned that until mankind over­ 
comes the "erroneous conceptions 
of the myth of force, of national­ 
ism and the like which have poi­ 
soned the common Lite of peoples 
there will be no real peace m 
the world. 


THE POPE said the recent 
thawing in the cold war has 
re­ 
kindled hope in many souls, after 
so long • tuna in *hich they 


have lived in t state of fictitious 
peace.” 
But, he added, there can be no 
compromise with Communism. In 
this respect he referred to the 
“church of silence” and the per­ 
secuted Christmas in Iron Curtain 
lands. 


"IT STILL needs to be noted 
that the pacification which the 
church prays for is completely 
impossible if it is mistaken for 
a yielding . . . of its firmness 
in the face 
of 
ideologies 
and 
systems of life which arc opposi­ 
tion 
to Catholic teaching," the 
pontiff said. 
Pope John's Christmas message 
was one of the most soberly word­ 
ed messages of its kind delivered 
by a Pope since the days of 
World War II.

60,000 votes in the contest for the Dem­ 
ocratic nomination. There will be a run­ 


off between them on Jan. 9. With such 
a margin it would seem that the popu­ 
lar mayor was a cinch to win. But the 
politicians dowm that way aren’t giving 
any odds on Morrison. Rural sections 
with a big vote have never supported a 
New Orleans man. Davis will get a lot 
of votes in his grass roots campaign. No 
telling what will happen without a Long 
around to make the straw fly! 
When Uncle Earl’s term expires next 
May it will be the first time in three 
decades that a Long has not been the 
boss at Baton Rouge. Huey started all 
the political funny-business with his 
“every man a king” idea.

The M exican 
National Railroad w as virtually 
under the m anagem ent of labor 
syndicates; by 1942, the M exican 
Government had expropriated all 
the railroads in the country and 
they w ere averaging a w reck an 
hour.

Calif., reporter, is a member of 
both the community service or­ 
ganizations. 


KETTMANN CITED figures for 
December of last year to under­ 
line the campaign slogan that "De­ 
cember Can Be Deadly.” 
He warned that the 1958 holiday 
season was responsible for a to­ 
tal of 19 traffic accidents inside 
the Palm Springs City limits, 11 of 
them non • injury accidents hut 
eight involving injuries and fatali­ 
ties. 


THREE PERSONS died as a re­ 
sult of Deceml>er accidents last 
year, the chief said, with 16 per­ 
sons suffering injuries.

water, which keeps the tree nat­ 
urally moist and flame resistant, 
the department said. Some solu­ 
tions tested actually cause trees 
to become dry and flammable. 
Shop early for a fresh tree be­ 
fore it dries out from exposure on 
a sales lot. If the tree is fresh, 
the needles will fee! moist to your 
hand. If the needles fall when you 
move or shake the tree, it is too 
dry to absorb water. 
As soon as you get the tree 
home, throw cold water all over 
it. Then cut off the butt end about 
an inch slantwise to open pores 
for drawing up water. Set the tree 
in water and keep it cool and 
shaded until you bring it indoors 


for trimming. 
The first day a five to six-foot 
tree is placed in water, it may 
take as much as a quart. After 
that, it may take a cup daily. Put 
the tree in a cool part of the 
room, away from radiators, fire­ 
places. television sets 
or

sources of heat.

T he children are orphans cared 
for by Señora M ana C. B ringas 
and her husband on a sm all farm 
south of T ijuana, al the orphan­ 
age of The House of Hope. 


“ LA CASA de la ESPARANZA" 
receives help from several Villag­ 
ers. including D r. and Mrs. M. W. 
Addes, and E ve R ussell, associat­ 
ed w ith Fleetwood Investm ent Co., 
but growing boys and girls have 
grow ing 
needs 
th at 
continue 
through the year. Food and cloth­ 
ing, clothing and shelter — all 
m u st come from the earnings of 
senor Bringas. plus the gifts of 
friends. 
D r. Addess donates their dental 
care, and a M exican doctor gives 
m edical care, while another pro­ 
vides opthalm ic care. In addition, 
V illagers and others have given 
m oney, 
clothing 
and 
household 
goods. 


‘■THE MAIN NEEDS are food 
and money now, to continue the 
w ork throughout the y ear," M rs. 
Addes said. She explained t h a t 
clothing, refrigerators, and sim i­ 
la r staple necessities have been 
provided. 
A M arine Corps group at Corona 
del M ar plays Santa Claus to the 
children, but additional toys could 
be used after C hristm as. 
The B ringas’ home isn’t an offi­ 
cial M exican orphanage. It just 
grew , as m otherly M rs. Bringas, 
and h er tile-setter husband, began 
to sh elter and 
raise 
abandoned 
orphans several years ago, along 
w ith their own child. In their m od­ 
est hom e, w ith 
an 
iron-covered 
hole for a stove, the couple gave 
a hom e and affection to hungry 
w aifs found cow ering in doorways, 
em pty buildings, and just roam ­ 
ing the nearby countryside. 


MOST OF THE 3» children now 
at hom e with the Bringas fam ily 
are of M exican and American p a r­ 
entage, born of brief liaisons be­ 
tw een visitors to the gaudy tourist 
tow ns and the girls who w ere 
draw n to the open gaiety of the 
town recently described as “the 
m ost sinful town in the western 
hem isphere.” 


W hen 
th« B ringas hom e held 
eight w aifs. Señora Bringas called 
on Senor Braulio Maldonado, gov­ 
ernor of B aja California, and told 
her story. 
The governor obtained a little 
rancho for her, situated in a val­ 
ley off the T ijuana-R osarito high­ 
way. The placehad been a brothel, 
condem ned by the governm ent. 


SAYING THAT "THE Lord will 
provide." Mrs. B ringas 
and her 
husband began the work of con­ 
verting the buildings into a sp ar­ 
kling clean home, and school for 
their "fam ily ." 
As th e "fam ily” grew , with chil­ 
dren ranging from babes in arm s 
to e a rly teens, the children as­ 
sum ed m ore duties. The older chil­ 
dren helped care for the younger 
ones, and all those 
old 
enough 
helped w ith sim ple chores in c ar­ 
ing for the flock of hens that sup­ 
ply th e ir eggs and som e m eat, 
and in caring for the property. 
"T here is less trouble and noise 
caring for that large num ber of 
children than we hear in m ost reg­ 
ular sized fam ilies up here," M rs. 
Addes recalled.

Thus the House 
of Hope provides love, food, shel­

Four dorm s — two (or girls and 
two for boys — have been fixed 
a t the hom e, plus a classroom .
